Time for Action on "Purity" 


E understand, though the full story is not 

available at this writing, that the noted 
Australian breeder W. J. Smith, who bred *Phar 
Lap and *Nea Lap (dam of Four Freedoms), 
among other good horses, has brought to the 
United States from Australia a small group of 
broodmares, and that he did not discover until 
they had arrived in this country that two of them 
were not eligible for registration with the Amer- 
ican Stud Book authority, The Jockey Club. 

These two mares, it appears, have among their 
distant ancestors the mare Cutty Sark, which is 
found in the pedigrees of many Australian horses. 
As a result of an unsolved mix-up in shipping 
from England, the breeding of Cutty Sark could 
not be traced with certainty to the General Stud 
300k of England. So, like many noted American 
tap-root mares, Cutty Sark lost her right to the 
name of Thoroughbred, as far as the English au- 
thorities are concerned. In Australia her de- 
scendants are Thoroughbred. In England they 
are not acceptable as such. 

When descendants of Cutty Sark try to get into 
the American Stud Book, the doors are politely 
closed against them. The American Stud Book 
does not recognize the Australian Stud Book. 
This is precisely the situation that would prevail 
if an attempt were made to register American- 
bred horses in Australia; the authorities there 
would not accept them. 


In the main, the Turf authority in each of the 
major racing countries recognizes two stud books, 
its own and the English. All others are suspect, 
and the purity of each animal must be checked 
against the English registry before there can be 
free movement of breeding stock between one 
country and another. 

This is wonderful—for England. 

The other countries which subscribe to the per- 
manence of this mythological system of purity of 
the breed may classify themselves in any one of 
the following categories: Dummkopfs, tontos de 
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capirote, imbéciles, or just plain saps. 

The American says to the Australian: “Your 
Thoroughbreds have tainted ancestry. They are 
not good enough for us.” The Australian says 
the same thing to the American. Everybody says 
the same thing to everybody else, except to the 
English. Only the English horses are pure 
enough for everybody. 


And how does it happen that the English horses 
are pure enough for everybody? Because the 
English authorities, in 1913, passed a little reso- 
lution, commonly known as the Jersey Act, which 
decreed that all horses which up to that moment 
had been accepted as Thoroughbred in England 
were indeed Thoroughbred, and that all others 
were non-Thoroughbred, unless they could be 
traced through all their lines to horses already in 
the General Stud Book. 

The English stud book, of course, had already 
accepted the Derby winner Orby, but it passed its 
resolution in time to shut out the Derby winner 
*Durbar II. Orby was contaminated by the same 
American strains as *Durbar II. The English 
already had an investment in the blood of Orby, 
so they made him pure. They had no investment 
in *Durbar II, so they made him impure—to the 
vast enrichment of the French Turf. 


American strains which were purified by fiat 
for English purposes still contaminate about 20 
per cent of the best horses every year in England, 
including, for example, this year’s Derby winner 
Dante and his full brother, the highest-priced 
yearling ever sold. If the bars had not been put 
up in 1913 American strains eventually would 
contaminate—at a rough guess—about 100 per 
cent of the best horses in England, just as Eng- 
lish strains are found in 100 per cent of the best 
horses in America. 

On occasion throughout the years THE BLOoop- 
HorsE has scolded the English Jockey Club and 
the Messrs. Weatherby (sole proprietors of the 
General Stud Book) about the exclusion of Amer- 
ican strains. This did no good of course, except 
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that it furnished practice in the rhetoric of 
vituperation and gave us a good many pleasant 
hours of dueling with a stone wall. 

In the last year or so, however, we have left the 
Jersey Act pretty much alone, not because of any 
loss of enthusiasm for a hopeless cause, but be- 
cause we understood that certain polite represen- 
tations were being made to determine whether the 
English authorities might change their attitude. 
In such a case it wouldn’t do much good to have 
us standing around throwing harpoons. Up to 
now there has not come to our attention a smidgin 
of evidence that the English authorities were even 
interested in discussing the matter. 


The American breeders have now begun to at- 
tack in a new place. They have sought to enlist 
the aid of the Government in setting a lever 
underneath the wall of exclusion. If the lever is 
set and if enough pressure is applied the wall will 
come down. 

But this is, in the language of the late Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, a very iffy business. England did 
not fight its war for the privilege of bringing 
about the dissolution of its empire, the former 
prime minister, Winston Churchill, long ago ad- 
vised the world. By the same token we may take 
it for granted that England does not propose to 
yield the trade advantages which have furnished 
her strength for centuries. 

So, even if our own Government does take an 
interest in this matter, it appears a foregone con- 
clusion that it will simply run into a long series 
of notes, conversations, proposals, refusals, re- 
ferrals, postponements, consultations, investiga- 
tions, surveys, researches, and blind alleys. At 
the end, we will lay 11 to 5, the question will be 
referred back to the Turf authorities. 

We are not raising an objection to the strategy 
of attempting through Government channels to 
obtain the rescission of the Jersey Act. If they 
want to try it that way, it won’t hurt to try. But 
the nations which have outtalked England in mat- 
ters of international trade do not constitute a 
very encouraging list. 


But this has now become a problem too pressing 
to be left altogether to the devious processes of 
international governmental relations. There is 
an Australian in America with mares which the 
American stud book will not recognize. There is 
a man in America trying to buy horses for Argen- 
tina, and thwarted in the purchase of good stock 
because the Argentine authorities will accept only 
what the English authorities would accept. There 
is a man bidding in Argentina for horses to bring 
to the United States, and he must be careful not 
to buy anything that might be barred by the 
American book. A leading Uruguayan sportsman 
is sending a large stable to race in Mexico. A 
leading French sportsman is planning to send an 
outstanding French-bred horse to race in Mexico.

The international barriers of the Turf are out 
of date now. The indispensable step toward re- 
moving them is to cease straining every interna- 
tional shipment through an English sieve. 


We have waited long enough. Neither high 
dudgeon nor polite patience has gained us an inch. 

So THE BLoop-HorsE turns now to the only 
strategy which appears to have the slightest 
chance of success. 

If they won’t take the wall down, let us go 
around it. 


What to do, then? 

Our suggestion is that The Jockey Club of New 
York take the initiative by recognizing in whole 
the stud books of Argentina, Brazil, Uruguay, 
Chile, Peru, Venezuela, New Zealand, Australia, 
Italy, Belgium, Russia, and possibly other coun- 
tries. (The French book is already recognized.) 

With this token of good faith in evidence, we 
suggest that The Jockey Club of New York ap- 
point a representative to confer as soon as pos- 
sible with the stud book authorities of other coun- 
tries to determine whether they are willing to 
participate in an international conference, and if 
they are, to proceed with the arrangements for 
such a conference.

If such a conference is arranged, one of the 
most important items on its agenda will be the 
formulation of world-wide standards of registra- 
tion for the Thoroughbreds of all other countries 
except England. It would not be necessary for 
England to be consulted, since its Thoroughbreds 
are already recognized everywhere. 


In making these suggestions to the stud book 
authority we are simply following the lead of a 
general demand which has already developed in 
other countries, increasingly vexed by the re- 
straints of an artificial barrier which there is no 
sound reason for them to respect. 

The intensity of this vexation may be judged 
from a recent editorial in the Argentine publica- 
tion Turf y Elevage, which for some time has 
been insisting upon an international conference 
of stud book authorities. We lend our second to 
suggestion of Turf y Elevage, here roughly trans- 
lated: 


We cannot fail to recognize that it is necessary, 
today as never before, to have a real international 
accord on this matter. 

Today, with the transportation facilities which 
exist, the linking of the Turf of all countries, it is 
urgent that the International Congress of Breeding 
be realized quickly. The Turf itself demands it and 
the interchange of breeding stock demands it, in 
order to enlarge, to improve, cr simply to “refresh” 
bloodstrains—things as necessary as the existence 
of the registries themselves. 

We urge, then, upon the institutions of the Turf 
er the national authorities which govern the stud 
book of each country, that they study our sugges- 
tion and carry to a happy conclusion this imperative 
necessity. We shall continue to be insistent on the 
subject. 


If the major racing countries of the world will 
recognize one another’s stud books the Jersey Act 
will be nullified. If they will not, then we can all 
subside and take it for granted that the Jersey 
Act has been ratified. 


As a sort of postscript, we should like to add 
that we understand in advance the trepidation 
with which some American breeders would view 
the recognition of other stud books. There might 
be impure blood in them, it will be said. Thus, 
we would impale them upon the skewer on which 
the English have been roasting us for years— 
the concept of purity of blood. 


We say forget the foolishness of pure blood. 
It is an artificial and meaningless criterion. I[f 
there must be standards to restrict the interna- 
tional movement of horses, let them be standards 
of some practical, ponderable significance, based 
upon the records of recent years. 

As long as we pass judgment against a horse 
because one-half of one per cent of its blood is 
not known to be “pure,” so long will we miss the 
solution of this problem.

SIDELIGHTS

A Bit of Solid Form 


HE fall meeting at Belmont Park brought out 

nothing particularly new, unless it was the 
fact that the silver fox is now our most abundant 
small mammal. But unlike most meetings this 
year, it didn’t upset everything we thought we 
knew. Beaugay confirmed her previous form in 
the Matron, and certainly she can be excused for 
her showing in the Futurity, partly because some- 
thing obviously was hurting her, and partly be- 
cause it is very difficult to run from under the 
inside rail. Star Pilot’s Futurity was a reason- 
able facsimile of his Hopeful Stakes and, weight 
considered, he did not do too badly in the Cham- 
pagne. 

As to Marine Victory, winner of the latter 
event, I can only say that the morning before the 
race i got mixed up in some amateur handicap- 
ping, involving the speed handicap figures of 
Daily Racing Form, adjusted by the Champagne 
weights, and Marine Victory figured an absolute 
last. He won by five lengths, and to make it 
better he ran the last quarter-mile as close to 
the inside rail as he could get. As everyone at 
Belmont knows, the going on the rail is very 
deep, and horses can’t run at all well on it. It 
all seems incredible, so maybe it just didn’t hap- 
pen. 

To return to what was, after all, the subject, 
Pot o’ Luck was another consistent performer, 
with the Realization and Jockey Club Gold Cup, 
and he was the best horse in the New York Han- 
dicap, though not at the weights. I could have 
added True North to this unusual assemblage of 
consistency, except that on closing day he ran 
most dismally, finishing a loud last in a four- 
horse race down his favorite chute. The only ex- 
cuse I can make for him is that a hard and ex- 
tremely cold wind was blowing almost directly 
up the straightaway. Rather obviously it was 
blowing on the other three as well, but True 
North evidently took it as a personal persecution. 
He ran a quarter-mile under :23, and then laid 
his ears back and refused to take any further 
interest in the proceedings. For this error of 
omission he was roundly booed by all those who 
had thought he was a steal at 3 to 5, but I under- 
stand he cleaned up his feed without any signs 
of remorse. 


Going a Piece 


LD readers with grey beards will remember 

that almost ever since this column has been 
in existence, it has from time to time been quite 
noisy about the necessity for more distance rac- 
ing, as a means of discovering stamina. Here 
lately I have begun to wonder if I knew what I 
was talking about, a reflection which may just 
possibly have occurred to someone else. For a 
while this year there was a rash of speed, in 
which a jockey apparently considered that day 
lost when he did not go to the quarter-pole in 
1:10% and then watch his horse fade out in the 
stretch. Now it’s the other extreme. I have 


already noted that The Jockey Club Gold Cup was 
run in a sort of country style, and the Ladies’ 
Handicap was no better by far. 


The first six 
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furlongs were run in 1:19, for instance, and the 
field really ran for only the last half-mile. Pos- 
sibly War Date was the best stayer in the field, 
but there is no more proof of this now than 
there was last month. All we know now is that 
after a slow mile gallop she can run a fast half, 
which isn’t what distance races were designed to 
demonstrate. It seems to add up to a remark- 
able failure to judge pace. I can’t see that the 
older jockeys do any better than the younger 
ones, though in justice it must be admitted that 
Arcaro tried to move going to the five-furlong 
pole, but was blocked. At this point, however, 
most of the damage had been done. As it stands, 
somebody has to set a suicidal pace if the rest 
are to look good. Otherwise, a plodder would do 
better to stay under a rock. 

It is a pleasure to add that the running of the 
New York Handicap showed a considerable im- 
provement, though it was, by a little, the slowest 
renewal of that event. There was nothing wrong 
with the pace in this instance. Pot o’ Luck was 
well up most of the way, and he crept out of the 
pack five furlongs away. In the stretch he got 
the better of a hard struggle with Momo Flag, 
but then had not quite enough left to hold off 
the late rush of Reply Paid. Since the Calumet 
racer was giving weight and a year to the others, 
there was nothing discreditable about his per- 
formance. 

[Maybe we ought not to try too hard to make 
distance racing fit the same standards as our 
shorter events, in which somebody is supposed to 
be running his heart out in every furlong. It 
takes a little more brains to get a horse home 
first in a distance race than to get off as quick 
as you can and pump like hell. If some of the 
beaten jockeys look like chumps, maybe they’ll 
be smarter next time. If some of the quarters 
are run in trotting horse time, it can be remem- 
bered that we don’t have lap prizes. In every 
country distance racing is first a contest for posi- 
tion and finally a dash for home. Sometimes 
there is no real test of stamina, but this is not 
enough reason to become skeptical of the value 
of long races.—EDb. | 


The Valley of the Horse 


ITH all this out of the way, this tourist 

dropped down to Maryland for a look around, 
and got it, too. I don’t mind horses, you under- 
stand. But the early morning workouts at Pimli- 
co, then the morning classes of a horse show, the 
afternoon racing at Laurel, and a sale of Thor- 
oughbred and hunter stock at night make a fairly 
full day. Oh, yes, I looked over a few horses at 
Rigan McKinney’s farm at Woodbine, too. 

The horse show part wasn’t premeditated as 
far as I was concerned, though I suspect Mr. Mc- 
Kinney of intent. It was the Maryland Hunter 
Show—none of your fine-gaited or harness classes 
—bent on discovering horses that can get across 
country and jump over things. This year it was 
synchronized with a sale of hunter prospects at 
the Green Spring Valley Hunt Club, the sale 
representing an attempt by the Maryland Horse 
Breeders’ Association to bring hunting interests 
to a focus, and to make a hunter market com- 
parable, in its own way, to the Thoroughbred 
sales at Keeneland and Saratoga. 

Perhaps I had better mention that I know very 
little about horse shows, before someone makes 
the discovery independently. Frankly, the polish- 
ed variety of which the Madison Square Garden 
Show is the best known example, leaves me, not 
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cold, but at home. But the shows “in the coun- 
try,” based as they are on what I may call the 
utility value of pleasure horses, and involving 
horses which are expected to jump out of the 
ring as well as in it, is a more pleasant matter, 
and I can think of no more promising avenue 
toward eventual participation in racing, since 
new owners recruited from the hunting field and 
the country shows have a _ working practical 
knowledge of horses and horsemanship. 

Aside from this, the shows themselves are in- 
teresting. They have an easy informality and 
a mild confusion and a general casualness which 
come very pleasantly to a lazy man. The first 
rule is that if you have a box you must never 
sit in it for any considerable length of time, the 
idea being to wander about and see this one and 
that one, and of course there is always the chance 
that you can stick an acquaintance with a lady’s 
hunter with an incipient curb and the temper of 
a fallen angel. In this case the Worthington Val- 
ley was almost literally filled with horses—horses 
being walked, hacked, jumped, and inspected— 
horses suitable to become hunters, horses that 
were already hunters, and horses that would never 
be hunters but would give it a try. And people, 
of course, second-guessing the judges, or agree- 
ing with them against other second-guessers, and 
other people riding about and asking the universe 
generally where the class of green hunter hacks 
should go. Well, not to heaven, anyway. But it 
was fun. When I left no one of importance had 
been ridden over or jumped en, but the show had 
two and a half days to go. 


MARYLAND HUNTER SALES 


N innovation was the Maryland Hunter Sales 

conducted on the evening of October 5 at 
the Green Spring Valley Hunt Club’s headquar- 
ters at the Worthington Valley horse show 
grounds by the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation. The catalogue’s foreword gave the gen- 
eral idea: 


The Sales Committee of the Maryland Horse 
Breeders’ Association, presents this catalogue of se- 
lected Thoroughbreds and Half-breds, some of which 
are proven hunters, but more of which are pros- 
pective show horses and hunters, with the hope that 
this first venture in the way of a Hunter Sale will re- 
ceive the support the committee feels it deserves. 
In time to come this sale, as an annual event qn the 
calendar of hunter men throughout the East, should 
assimilate [simulate?] the sales of hunters at Balls- 
bridge, Tattersalls’ and other similar events. Ameri- 
ca needs a top hunter sale where breeder may meet 
buyer as in the case in the Thoroughbred sport at 
Keeneland and Saratoga, or its wartime substitute, 
Meadow Brook. 


The sale was reported by Humphrey S. Finney, 
field secretary of the association, as “very good.” 
Forty-six horses were sold for an average of 
$710, about 19 of them going to members of the 
hunting group in Maryland. 

For the hunter breeders in New York’s famed 
Genesee Valley the sale provided a new means of 
marketing their products. Thirty of the 46 head 


sold were from the Genesee country, Mr. Finney 
said, and of the four horses which brought more 
than $2,000, three came from “the Valley.”

Before Busher put in an appearance last sum- 
mer at Washington Park, War Date reigned as 
queen of the fillies and mares. Their first en- 
counter was in the Cleopatra Handicap, with 
Busher an easy winner, Calumet Farm’s Twosy 
second, and War Date third. The Beverly Handi- 
cap, the only other meeting of the two War Ad- 
miral fillies, proved to be a Waterloo for both. 
Busher, with her top impost of 128 pounds, 
could not overtake Durazna and Letmenow, los- 
ing by over three lengths. War Date carried 122 
in the Beverly and stopped badly after making 
brief early pace. Her owner, Mrs. Elizabeth N. 
Graham, may have unwittingly contributed to 
War Date’s poor showing in the Beverly, as she 
had insisted the filly be sent to the front at the 
start. 

Except for her two defeats at Chicago, War 
Date has been a top performer this season. Her 
victory in the Ladies’ Handicap was attended 
with a bit of luck, as Surosa, the runner-up, suf- 
fered misfortune in the early running. The speedy 
Letmenow took the top at the break and opened 
up a lead of several lengths around the lower 
turn. War Date, under restraint, was closest to 
the Menow filly, while Surosa was away slowly. 
In the backstretch Eddie Arcaro moved up with 
Surosa on the inside, only to be caught in a 
pocket on the far turn. The filly was forced back 
to sixth place in the field, but she came again on 
the outside in the stretch, as War Date forged to 
the front. Surosa’s bid was too late but she 
forced War Date to a drive to win by a length 
and a half. Letmenow easily saved show money, 
a length behind Surosa. 

War Date has started 17 times, won nine races, 
finished second twice, third twice, and has earned

His defeat, however, should 
probably be attributed partly to Westminster’s 
stablemate, the 3-year-old British Buddy, which 
carried First Fiddle out with him on the first 
turn and bothered him later in the running. At 
least First Fiddle’s rider, Wayne D. Wright, 
seemed to have this point of view, as he lodged an 
objection against British Buddy. Had the stew- 
ards allowed the foul claim, Westminster would 
have been barred from first money and First Fid- 
dle would have been declared the victor. 
Westminster ran a very game race for the first 
stakes triumph of his career. In the early stages 
he enjoyed a lead of as much as three lengths 
while British Buddy and *Olympic Zenith took 
turns following his pace. First Fiddle moved up 
from fourth position on the turn, but in a furious 
stretch battle just missed overtaking the leader.

Top of the 2-Year-Olds 


ORONTO, Ontario, October 6.—Kingarvie, the 

good Canadian-bred son of Teddy Wrack— 
Forsworn, by Bachelor’s Double, put his second 
link in the Triple Crown of Canadian juvenile 
racing when he romped to a five-length win in 
the Clarendon Plate on September 29 [see THE 
BLoop-HorsE, October 6, page 609]. Top fieature 
of the final day of the Thorncliffe Association 
meeting at Woodbine Park, the Parkwood Stables 
colt indicated he liked mud just as much as a 
fast track when he beat his main rival Double 
Briar, and was not pressed in the doing. 

All that remains now is for Kingarvie to take 
the final—and the most important, perhaps—of 
the three big autumn events, the Mrs. Orpen’s 
Cup and Saucer, top race of the Long Branch 
Jockey Club meeting staged at Dufferin Park. He 
seems likely to do that. He has already won over 
the half-mile oval and shown he likes it, so the 
majority of fans concede him the Cup and Saucer, 
which in value exceeds $10,000, making it the rich- 
est stakes of the Canadian season. 

In the Clarendon, at a mile (as was the Coro- 
nation, which he won at the Ontario Jockey Club 
meeting), Kingarvie had the services of Jockey 
Dewhurst in the saddle. Away alertly, he was 
taken to the lead quickly, never looked back, and 
gained ground at each stride and won:by five. 
He has a record of nine starts and seven wins 
this season, and those seven in succession. 

Double Briar, whose erratic work at the turns 
is well known, had no excuses. He did not run 
out, and had Pat Remillard in the saddle in the 
hope of stronger handling, but could not make it. 
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Willegivit, winner of the My Dear Stakes for 
fillies, took third money in the Clarendon and 
made herself truly the class of the female divi- 
sion in the junior ranks. Both Double Briar and 
Willegivit are by the former Canadian cham- 
pion Bunty Lawless. 


Optionor Beats Uttermost Again 


N the same final day of the Thorncliffe meet- 

ing there came a surprise in the first running 
of the Fred S. Livingsten Handicap when Stand 
Easy, a Canadian-bred which had run in the claim- 
ing ranks for a time and hadn’t won a race all 
season, came through to pay $38.50. The son 
of Brother Joe, racing for Dave Zakoor, of Wind- 
sor, liked the going and beat Vice Admiral by 
a neck with Ferry Pilot just a neck behind for 
tg [See THE BLoop-HorsE, October 6, page 
609]. 

The Thorncliffe meeting was a pronounced suc- 
cess in attendance, mutuel play, and keen racing. 
It was probably the final Thorncliffe meeting at 
Woodbine, as there is likely to be a return to the 
regular plant at Leaside next spring. 


Though just an ordinary overnight event, the 
Millwood Purse, run October 5 at the Thorncliffe 
meeting, occasioned much talk, for it brought 
about the defeat of the good Canadian-bred Ut- 
termost, the champion 2-year-old of last season, 
King’s Plate winner of this, and unbeaten at 
Woodbine this fall until Optionor turned the 
trick. It was Optionor which beat Uttermost a 
year ago at Dufferin Park in the fall, so the son 
of *Kanuck would seem to hold a “jinx” over 
the Hatch star.

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II, had his first start on the Canadian tracks 
since early sumreer. He ran in a handicap serv- 
ing as a test for the Canadian Championship for 
which the main Canadian owners are preparing. 
Tulachmore made the seven furlongs with ease 
and won by a couple of lengths to indicate that 
he is in top shape. 

On the same day Paul J., a highly regarded 
Canadian-bred 3-year-old, in fact, regarded in 
Harry Hatch circles for a long time as better 
than Uttermost—came through smartly to beat 
the Western invader Koraway, which since his 
success at Seattle has found the Canadian oppo- 
sition too much for him. 


Coming up at the Dufferin meeting, in addi- 
tion to the Canadian Championship, are such 
events as the Cup and Saucer, the Dowry, the 
Diamond Ring Stakes, and the Bunty Lawless 
Handicap. 


Coming up also is the annual yearling sale 
sponsored by the Canadian Thoroughbred Horse 
Society to be held October 11 at Woodbine Park.

Doug Ness, who was suspended by the Incor- 
porated Canadian Racing Associations for, as the 
notice put it, “practices detrimental to the best 
interests of racing,” has taken the case into the 
courts seeking reasons why he should be re- 
strained. The case comes up for hearing on Oc- 
tober 12 and will undoubtedly attract wide at- 
tention. Ness sent many winners to the post. 
When suspended he sold out his entire stable of 
runners. He has had remarkable success in sad- 
dling winners the past few seasons. In 1944 he 
stood eighth among American trainers.

ELBOURNE, September 19.—Don Pedro, a 

huge colt by Gay Lothario, a Gay Crusader 
horse which died two or three years ago at 
famous St. Albans Stud near Geelong, galloped 
his way into favoritism for the Victoria Derby 
and the Melbourne Cup with a slashing perform- 
ance in winning the Spring Stakes, a mile race 
for 3-year-olds at Flemington on Saturday, Sep- 
tember 15. 

Don Pedro is so big that he has to have a spe- 
cial girth made, and luckily for a horse of his 
great size and weight, he does not gallop into 
the ground like the type we term “pile-drivers,” 
and this suggests that he may go a long way on 
the turf without suffering much trouble from 
his legs. 

Starting at 7 to 4 after a backer had invested 
£3,500 on him, Don Pedro, carrying 133 pounds— 
it was a handicap race—ran to the front a fur- 
long from home and won as he liked from Fine 
Fettle (by Tudor King) and Gay Lad (by Gay 
Lothario). 

Don Pedro is held on a long lease by E. J. Will- 
mott, a successful young trainer who has a pri- 
vate track at “Braeside,” a place where *Phar Lap 
was trained by Harry Telford and Tommy Wood- 
ock. 


Royal Gem 


ON PEDRO has been out of a place only once 
in his career. At two Royal Gem was al- 
ways too good for him in the short distance races. 
However, Don Pedro is definitely shaping like 
a better stayer than Royal Gem (by Dhoti), 
which was beaten the same day in the Underwood 
Stakes, a weight for age race, also of a mile. 
Royal Gem’s owner, George Badman, made the 
500-mile trip by plane from Adelaide to see his 
colt run in his first race under the scale, and he 
backed him so well that when he added up his 
bets just before the off he found he had put on 
£4,560, taking from 3-1 to 2-1 for the money. 
Royal Gem was cannoned into by Amana (by 
Talking) as the Underwood field bounced out of 
the machine and although knocked off ‘his bal- 
ance a trifle, his nimble feet soon were racing 
in great style. Entering the straight the colt 
had a clear passage right alone the rails. He 
ran to the front with a furlong to go and looked 
like winning until St. Fairy (by St. Magnus) 
swooped down on him near the post to win by 
inches in a magnificent finish, made the more ex- 
citing because the saddle of Jockey Reg Heather, 
on St. Fairy, shifted when he was two furlongs 
from home and finished half-way up his neck. 
In third place was Counsel (by Law Maker), 
which came home well, but old friends in Law- 
rence and Tranquil Star were unplaced. 
Lawrence was interfered with early in the race 
and as he finished fast from a long way back his 
Melbourne Cup admirers were delighted. Old 
Tranquil Star also had her share of bad luck in 
the race and it is as well to forget the race as a 
part of the form of this rather remarkable old 
lady, which is now in her ninth year.

The Birds and the Horses 


ONDON, September 30.—There is no such 
thing here, officially, as an autumn season, 
but there is, in fact, a definite racing period, nor- 
mally beginning with the Ebor Meeting at York 
and ending in November; in the war years the 
season has ended in October. Very roughly 
speaking, the racing follows the guns. Grouse 
shooting starts on August 12, so that one may 
eat grouse at the Ebor (York) meeting. (What 
happens, in fact, is that if you are lucky, you get 
a bird, shot during the previous year, sent up 
from London out of cold store; I am merely 
presenting the theory of the thing). The _ par- 
tridge shooting season starts on September 1, in 
time for the great St. Leger meeting and year- 
ling sales at Doncaster. Pheasants follow on 
October 1, and so on, so that one may feast royal- 
ly at the Newmarket autumn meetings. 
Newmarket has possibly the finest shoots in 
the country, which really accounts for its exist- 
ence at all; if it had not been for the fact that 
James the First discovered this fact in 1605, a 
future Jockey Club might not have annexed its 
first bit of the Heath. 


So, although your correspondent writes from 
London, in theory he is either in Yorkshire or, 
better, stalking in Scotland. Which brings me 
to the point that, at long last, racing in Scot- 
land has been renewed. This, for Scots, is an 
important fact, and they showed their apprecia- 
tion of the return to normal by turning up to 
the tune of an alleged 50,000 at Lanark the 
other day. To keep them in their proper place, 
Southerners took advantage of the new freedom 
(the freedom to race where you please) and sent 
up some smart horses and jockeys, returning 
with a capital bag. 


More important still, we are to race on Tues- 
day on the Rowley Mile course at Newmarket. 
This grand course, on which a Stuart King raced 
and won and over which, since, famous dictators 
have held sway—from Tregonwell Frampton to 
Admiral Rous and perhaps its most famous clerk 
of the course, Charles Marriott, lately retired— 
this course has been used as an airfield all through 
the war. Its reopening is considered to be such 
an important event that the stewards of the 
Jockey Club are to celebrate the fact by giving 
a luncheon there tomorrow, Monday, October 1. 


The traditional races are to be restored. We 
are to have the first real post-war Cesarewitch 
there, and the first Cambridgeshire, in their old 
order, Cesarewitch first, Cambridgeshire second. 
The Jockey Club Stakes (1% miles) has been re- 
stored to the Calendar, and there are to be the 
Cheveley Park Stakes (for 2-year-old fillies) and 
the Middle Park Stakes (for 2-year-olds) and 
other great races. 

It is a matter of pride and tradition that the 
distance races, like the Cesarewitch and the 
Jockey Club Stakes, are run on the straight 
course. The custom dates, of course, from the 
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days when nobility and gentry rode to the Heath 
on their hacks, made their bets on horseback, 
cantered as far as they wished towards the start 
and then followed the field at a mad gallop, wav- 
ing their hats just as you see them in the old 
prints. The only catch about the old prints is 
that, to modern eyes, the majority of the jockeys 
in the various races were non-tryers, pulling their 
horses back to last place to the gratified cheers 
of the sportsmen who had laid the odds against 
them. 


It may be that, in the whirlpool of confused 
thinking that is sweeping across the earth, the 
stewards may be tempted to give in to popular 
clamor to the extent of making a round course, 
so that spectators should be able to see, if not 
the start, at least some other part of the race 
than the finish. The Jockey Club, fortunately, 
is not composed entirely of hotheads and there 
is no reason, as I write, for undue alarm on this 
score. Anyhow, we may know the worst tomor- 
row. 


Such news might be welcomed by some lesser 
horses, averse to galloping two weary miles and 
more in a comparatively straight line, without 
an “easy.” Not so, at any rate, one of our cham- 
pions. Lord Rosebery’s fine stayer and Derby 
winner, Ocean Swell, will remain a stickler for 
the straight course, on which so many of his 
triumphs have been won, for the rest of his life. 
Moreover, he can regard the matter with a fine 
objectiveness. He is to retire to the stud forth- 


with. So, too, is the 1945 Derby winner Dante, 
which, contrary to expectation, is not to be syn- 
dicated—at least for the present.

THE BLOOD-HORSE 


Notes on a Quaint 
Suggestion 


Editor’s note. The following article by “Ithu- 
riel” appeared recently in the Sporting Life, pub- 
lished in London. It recognizes the class of Amer- 
ican race horses, then accounts for it by showing 
that “American breeding is permeated with im- 
ported blood.” Perhaps Ithuriel will now write 
an article showing that English breeding is per- 
meated with American blood. 


ECENTLY I was intrigued by a statement 

which appeared in “Horse and Hound.” It 
was the opinion of an American who put forward 
the view that American horses were every bit as 
good as English-bred horses, but the world did 
not know it, as the good animals bred and raced 
in U. S. A. were not publicized. Result was that 
English horses got all the publicity, and even- 
tually the best of the foreign markets. 

The quaint suggestion was made that ten first- 
class American-bred two and_ three-year-olds 
should be purchased by Breeders’ Associations 
and exported as “Ambassadors of the brilliance 
of the American-bred horse.” They were to be 
sent to be raced with success in many countries, 
including South America and Australia, as well as 
in France and Italy. 

A large number of followers of racing in the 
United States have little comprehension of the 
real breeding history of the modern American- 
bred race horse. 

Naturally a number of outstanding U. S. horses 
have come to this country and done extremely well. 
In the main they were “selections” which had 
proved their merit before exportation. 

However, sent here as a yearling was Demo- 
crat, so little thought of soon after his purchase 
that he was gelded. 

Democrat became the best two-year-old in 
England in 1899. He was, however, useless later 
on, eventually becoming the charger of the late 
Field Marshal Earl Kitchener. 

One recalls that fine horse Omaha, so narrowly 
beaten by Quashed in the Ascot Gold Cup. He 
was a smashing racehorse. At the stud in U. S. 
A. he did little of note, so is now one of the stal- 
lions owned by the Remount Breeding Bureau of 
the New York Jockey Club. 

Flares, bred in U. S. A., came to win the Ascot 
Cup of 1938. 

Forty years ago Iroquois, bred in U. S. A., won 
the Derby. Durbar (1914) was American-owned 
but bred in France, and a son of the English 
horse Rabelais,. 

Sweeper II (Two Thousand Guineas, 1912) was 
a son of Broomstick, but foaled in France. Sibola 
came from the Unitea States. She was _ suc- 
cessful in the One Thousand Guineas in 1899. Her 
sire was the Cambridgeshire winner The Sailor 
Prince, which horse so narrowly defeated Archer’s 
mount, St. Mirin, the great jockey having wasted 
to such an extent that his health was fatally 
impaired, for within a few weeks he met his tragic 
death at his own hand at Newmarket. 

Vandale and David Garrick came to win the 
Chester Cup, while we will recall the exploits 


of Reigh Count, who won the Coronation Cup at 
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Epsom in 1929. He was foaled in U. S. A., but 
had no “American blood” in his pedigree. 

Example after example could be mentioned. Fur- 
ther, I recall that good horses, carefully selected, 
have come from Australia and New Zealand, and 
even South Africa (Camp Fire II), to reveal their 
high merit on racecourses in England. 

Merman, bred in Australia, won the Cesare- 
witch, and also the Ascot Gold Cup. Newhaven 
II, The Grafter, and Australian Star were win- 
ners of the City and Suburban in successive years 
(1899, 1900, and 1901). They were all bred in 
Australia. 

American breeders have shown immense 
knowledge of our most successful blood lines and 
wonderful expert judgment in their selections of 
oe eee and mares they desired for their 
stud. 

It may be of interest to note to what extent 
blood imported from England, Ireland, and France 
has been successful in the U. S. even this year. 

Racing was stopped from January 1 until early 
in May. There were many great stakes in the 
two months following its revival. Thus statistics 
made up to July are available for consideration. 

They reveal a few outstanding points of wide 
interest. Of the 20 stallions whose offspring had 
won sums from £45,620 down to £10,600, no fewer 
than eight of them were imported. They are, to 
record them as they appear in the list, (2) Blen- 
heim, (3) Sir Gallahad (from France), (6) 
Challenger, (9) Bull Dog (from France), (9) 
Mahmoud, (12) St. Germans, (15) Hairan, (19) 
Colorado Kid, who is at stud in England. 

There is available a list of all stallions whose 
offspring in U. S. A. this year had won not less 
than £1,000. It is a very lengthy compilation. 
The names of 524 stallions appear. No fewer 
than 131 were imported. 

Investigating further, it is soon revealed that 
another 89 ef those prominent stallions claimed 
as sires horses imported from England; another 
44 were by sires which were or are at stud in 
France. 

That is a total of 264 horses against the 524 
names recorded. I fancy that shows that 55 per 
cent of the leading sires in U. S. A. in 1945 are 
imported or the sons of imported horses. 

These figures demonstrate the extent to which 
American breeding has been successfully built 
upon importations. 

If it were possible to go through the list of 
those 524 horses and check over the names of 
their dams it would be also found that many 
of them were out of mares imported from Eng- 
land or France. Possibly readers were not aware 
of the extent to which American breeding is per- 
meated with imported blood. 

Among the horses in this country or Ireland 
who appear in the list are Bosworth, Cameronian, 
Colorado Kid, Coup de Lyon, Dastur, Exeter, 
Fair Trial, Fairway, Hyperion, Link Boy, Pay 
Up, Royal Ford, Royal Minstrel, Solario, Tai 
Yang, Taj-ud-Din, and Theatrical. 

Space does not permit of their records which 
would be incomplete without those of other not- 
able horses exported in the past ten years to U. 
S. A. Their achievements are likely to have been 
greatly augmented in recent weeks. 

When later figures are available they can be 
quoted for the interest of the former owners and 
the breeders of those stallions now in U. S. A. 

For instance Rhodes Scholar. In 1944 he had 
15 runners. They won 17 races and were placed 
37 times. They earned £11,700. This year to 


July the offspring of Rhodes Scholar had taken 
five races and £2,240.

Last year Mrs. Esther du Pont Weir’s *Burma 
Road won the Grand National Steeplechase Han- 
dicap with 136 pounds up and then carried 139 
pounds successfully in the Temple Gwathmey, 
the nation’s two toughest jumping stakes. M. A. 
Cushman’s Rouge Dragon, though, was generally 
rated as the top fencer of 1944, having accumu- 
lated the largest winning under the heaviest han- 
dicaps. This season W. H. Lipscomb’s Mercator 
and T. T. Mott’s Floating Isle are having a close 
race for monies won, but a number of steeple- 
chase handicaps remain to be decided. 

The way Mercator handled his impost of 142 
pounds in the Grand National indicates he will 
rule the favorite for the Temple Gwathmey, to 
be run in November at the United Hunts meet- 
ing. Never headed in the three-mile stakes, Mer- 
cator enjoyed an advantage of five lengths at the 
end. In his good performance the Annapolis 
gelding made several bobbles, including a near- 
spill at the water jump. Raylywn, which had 
been closest to Mercator most of the way, lost 
place money to the closing rush of “Caddie. *Bur- 
ma Road was close up until he made a bad land- 
ing at the sixteenth fence. He recovered and 
was running well until he tired in the final stages. 
Rouge Dragon was also prominent during the 
early part but several bad landings eliminated 
him. Floating Isle was eased up when he ap- 
peared well beaten. *Corrigan and War Battle 
lost their riders at the fifth fence. The latter is 
a half-brother of Mercator and winner of the 
Beverwyck Steeplechase Handicap this season.

Twinkle, Twinkle, Little Star 


Recently this column set forth some remarks 
about “the sign” and the uses of astrology in the 
horse business.

(Some of the experts, it is true, have predicted 
that Twilight Tear will be a failure as a brood- 
mare. This prediction, however, is not based 
upon the mare’s pedigree, but upon the fact that 
she was a good race mare. We shall have a valid 
prediction when some expert is willing to take, 
say, ten or twenty young mares devoid of racing 
class and back them to be better producers than 
Twilight Tear, Busher, War Date, Durazna, Miss 
Dogwood, Bee Mac, Jacola, Dark Discovery, Gold 
Princess, Mar-Kell, or some others of comparable 
class.) 

As regards our attitude toward ideas not born 
in the Radio Building, not many ideas have been 
born here. Most of them we have discussed have 
been pretty old stuff when we got around to them. 
We would prefer that decisions with regard to 
ideas be based upon whether they make sense, 
rather than upon the place of origin. 

It was the impression here, however, that it was 
the time of birth, rather than the locale, which de- 
termined the destiny of things. If our astrologer 
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proves to be a prophet with a better than random 
score of success, we shall try to make arrange- 
ments not to give birth to any bright ideas except 
under the most benign auspices of the heavens. 
Finally, as regards the lady’s reticence about 
revealing her name, assurance is hereby given 
that, if she ever wishes to become commercial 
about the matter, she will find horsemen lined up 
three deep at the counter waiting for horoscopes. 
For years they have been weaning by the sign, 
without the foggiest idea of what the sign means. 
There is no telling what they would do if someone 
opened an office and hung out a shingle reading, 
“Madame Jones, Astrologer to the Turf.”

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ARDAN COMING TO AMERICA 


S Bruno Pagliai, president of the Hipodromo 

de las Americas, was getting into the final 
stages of preparation for the 120 days or more of 
racing which will be inaugurated October 12 at 
the Mexico City course he got big news from Ber- 
nard E. (Ben) Smith, financial backer of the 
track. In a press release last week the Hipod- 
romo quoted Mr. Smith’s cable from Paris: 


Have made arrangements with Marcel Boussac to 
ship Ardan to Mexico for one or more races, to in- 
clude rich Handicap de las Americas; also for two or 
three races in the States. Mexico will have first call. 
He is an outstanding 4-year-old. Will try to fly him 
over. 


For a new track which was already well on its 
way to become one of the world’s busiest centers 
of international racing it would be a master- 
stroke if Ardan actually joined the competition 
there. He is one of the highest-class horses bred 
in continental Europe during the war. 

For track operators in the United States Ben 
Smith’s coup would also be interesting. It was 
not likely that Ardan would run well in Mexico 
City without being tempted by the still richer 
stakes north of the border. If Ardan did well in 
North America there would almost certainly be 
others; Marcel Boussac alone could send half a 
dozen top-flight horses. 

Ardan is a 4-year-old colt by the unbeaten 
Pharis (by Pharos—Carissima, by Clarissimus) 
out of the French Oaks winner Adargatis, by As- 
terus (by *Teddy) out of Helene de Troie, by 
Helicon. Helene de Troie’s name has been made 
familiar to American readers by the extraordi- 
nary success of the descendants of her daughter 
*La Troienne, grandam of the reigning queen, 
Busher. Ardan’s numerous victories include the 
Prix du Jockey Club (French Derby) and the 
Prix de Are de Triomphe. In the Grand Prix 
de Paris, which outranks the French Derby in im- 
portance, he finished first but was disqualified.

Icangetit Destroyed 


Icangetit, the best son of Stagehand to reach 
the races in his first two crops, so completely frac- 
tured the sesamoid bone of his right fore leg on 
October 4 at Sportsman’s Park, Cicero, IIl., that 
he was destroyed the following day. 

Bred by Thomas Piatt, Icangetit was sold as a 
yearling for $2,800 in the 1943 Lexington Fall 
Sales to Henry Tikulski, of Joliet, Ill. Out of the 
Bunting mare Scotch Made, Icangetit was a good 
2-year-old last season, winning the Joliet Stakes, 
finishing second in the Washington Park Futur- 
ity, and third in the Hyde Park Stakes and a 
division of the Hawthorne Juvenile Handicap. 

This season Icangetit was nominated for the 
Kentucky Derby, but did not come into promi- 
nence until the Arlington Park-Washington Park 
meeting. His most notable performance at the 
Homewood course was in a mile race with Mur- 
logg Farm’s Fighting Step, in which each colt 
carried 118 pounds. Icangetit beat Fighting Step 


a nose in the fast time of 1:36%, but later fin- 
ished fourth to the son of Fighting Fox in the 
American Derby, beaten a head for show money 
by Pot o’ Luck. This season Icangetit, running in 
the name of Leon Tikulski, won three races and 
in both seasons he started a total of 17 times, for 
earnings of $25,105.

Argentina's Classics 


HE two dominant male lines in Argentina for 

the past decade have been those of Alan 
Breck, by Sunstar, and Congreve, by Copyright, 
son of the Kentucky-bred Tracery. To North 
American horsemen the best known examples of 
these two lines are *Sorteado, an outstanding per- 
former in Argentina and in the United States, by 
Tresiete, son of Alan Breck, and *Kayak II, by 
Congreve, both imported and raced by Charles S. 
Howard, of San Francisco. 

In the Gran Premio Nacional, the most impor- 
tant test in Argentina’s annual series of 3-year- 
old classics, it has been 11 years since victory fell 
to a horse of another male line. In the last 11 re- 
newals the race has been won six times by the get 
of Congreve (now dead) and once by a son of 
Copyright, sire of Congreve. Other renewals have 
fallen to *Sorteado and Bubaleo, by Tresiete, and 
Banderin, by Alan Breck, sire of Tresiete. This 
year’s Nacional was won by Miss Grillo, daughter 
of Rolando, high-class son of Tresiete. 

Through the courtesy of Charley Lund, Argen- 
tine breeder and importer of Thoroughbreds, now 
in New York, THE BLOoD-HoRSE is able to present 
the result of the Gran Premio Nacional run Sun- 
day, October 6, at Palermo, Buenos Aires, over a 
distance of 2,500 meters, with a purse of 100,000 
pesos added.

The winner was Miss Grillo, bred by the Haras 
San Ignacio, owned by Stud El Grillo (which 
raced her sire successfully), and trained by Juan 
de la Cruz. Second was Rico Monte, a colt by St. 
Patrick (by Congreve) out of Rica Patria, by 
Rico, owned by Stud Los Ideales, under whose 
colors he had also finished second in the Premio 
Jockey Club, second highest ranking of the 3- 
year-old classics. Third was Zorro, a colt by the 
English-bred Baber Shah (by Blandford), out of 
Zach Klara, by Papyrus. 

Miss Grillo, sold for 6,000 pesos in the annual 
sales of 2-year-olds, had already distinguished 
herself as a top-class filly by victories in other 
good races, including the Premios Eliseo Ramirez 
and General Las Heras. Her career was inter- 
rupted, however, by an injury received in the 
Polla de Potrancas (One Thousand Guineas equiv- 
alent), in which she was favorite and finished 
fourth, behind Half Crown, daughter of Hunter’s 
Moon (half-brother to *Sickle, *Pharamond II, 
and Hyperion). She is the second filly in the last 
six years to win the Nacional, the famous La Mis- 
sion, daughter of Congreve, having won the race 
in 1940. 

In the Premio Jockey Club, run over a distance 
of 2,000 meters (about 1% miles) September 2 at 
Palermo, the winner was Estouardo, a black colt 
by British Empire (Colombo—Rose of England, 
by *Teddy) out of Pipe Dream, by the French 
classic winner Hotweed. Rico Monte was second 
in the Premio Jockey Club and Marjan third. 


At Palermo the annual sales of “productos,” in 
which nearly all the best racing prospects of Ar- 
gentina pass through the ring, got under way

Monday, October 8. Ordinarily it could have been 
freely predicted that the sales there, like those in 
other countries, would touch new records, but the 
confused political situation in Argentina may not 
permit the general world trend to assert itself.

Chapman, representing the “horse district” of 
Kentucky, wrote his friend Thomas R. Under- 
wood, secretary of the National Association of 
State Racing Commissioners and editor of the 
Lexington Herald: 

Major Donald Russell, assistant secretary of state, 
has informed me that he has asked those in the De- 
partment of State to review the question of the 
Jersey Act in relation to our trade relations with Great 
Britain. He has promised to communicate with me 
further in regard to this matter and I will write to 


you again when I learn anything worth while to 
report. 


Kentucky horsemen guessed that it would be 
some time before Congressman Chapman had 
anything worth while to report.

Insurance at Hollywood Pash 


NGLEWOOD, Calif.—New Telefilm Control in- 

sures foolproof racing at Hollywood Park near 
Los Angeles. For the first time in racing his- 
tory, a complete motion picture record showing 
every foot of every race is made available to 
judges within seven minutes of the finish, to in- 
sure accurate decisions on foul claims or any 
questionable action, accidental or otherwise. 

Installation of the new Telefilm system develop- 
ed at Hollywood Park has just been completed, 
and henceforth no rulings on fouls will be made 
by the stewards without reference to the race 
movies. Already such important decisions have 
been made in the projection room within minutes 
after the race. 

In the new control system, motion picture 
cameras command every foot of stretches and 
turns from five 40-foot steel towers, erected at 


vantage points around the outer rim of the 
Hollywood track. Cameras, equipped with tele- 
photo lenses, use 16 mm. film which is rushed to 
the track laboratory at the close of each race. 
With secret formulas and process for quick de- 
veloping and drying, the films are ready for 
the screen in seven minutes. Telefilm engineer 
Brydon Baker is director of the system at Holly- 
wood Park, which was inagurated by General 
Manager J. F. Mackenzie. 

Added to the motion pictures in Hollywood 
Park’s control installations are the sound-scriber 
records reporting the actions of each horse and 
jockey by the Performance Observers who watch 
and record through microphones attached to their 
field glasses. In case of need those records are 
ready for the stewards at the same time as the 
pictures.
